be almost a universal benefac- 
tor, as the greater portion of tho 
•walnut crop is now under cover. 


The storm is to be of incalcul- 


able value to citrus orchards,' as 
an offset to dry, electrical wea- 
ther recenly experienced. The 
early 'rain is taken by some as 
an Indication that the predic- 
tions of a winter of heavy rain- 
fall are to be substantiated.

Prescotts Home 


After 2 Months 


Canal Zone 
m 


Mr. and Mrs. O. W. Prescott re- 


turned Saturday from a two months' 
trip to the canal zone. They were 
guests of friends during their stay, 
which added to the pleasure of the 
trip. The temperature was not un- 
pleasant, ranging between 75 and 
85 degrees. 


The luxuriant growth of the ver- 


dure and plant life, due to the great 
amount of moisture and humidity, 
appealed" to the travelers. There are 
daily showers, often downpours, in 
the rainy season, extending from 
March 1st to December 1st. The 
soil, red in color, is rich in humus. 
The native grass, of the Bermuda 
type, grows as high as a man's head 
and is relished by the cattle. 


In contrast with the pioneering 


days in Panama, there are no mos- 
quitoes or flies, due to the sanitation 
under the supervision of the federal 
government. In fact, the travelers 
say it is one of the cleanest spots 
to be found. This surveilance ex- 
tends as well in the city of'Colon, 
in the Panama republic, which is, in 
fact, a suburb of Cristobal. 


Mr. and Mrs. Prescott's visit ex- 


tended from Cristobal to Balboa, 
which afforded a chance for obser- 
vation of the methods employed by 
Uncle Sam in running the Panama 
canal. The administration building 
cost over $1,000,000 and offices 700 
employees who administer the af- 
fairs of the canal. There are 12,000 
moir- employed on the works, of 
white, engineers, overseers, etc. The 
remaining 9000 are the blacks, most- 
ly Jamaican negroes. The payroll is 
$35,000 per day. This sounds like an 
enormous amount, but compared to 
the revenue derived is not out of 
proportion. 
Eighteen 
to 
twenty 


boats pass through the canal each 
day and pay from $4000 to $5000 
each for the privilege. "She revenue 
for the -month of September was 
$2,250,000. 


The canal is 47 miles long, al- 


though the actual excavations and 
tunneling between the lakes was a 
distance of but 9 miles. It 'takes 
about 8 hours for a boat to go 
through the canal, saving them the 
long trip of thousands of miles 
around the Horn.

an entire day last Friday as the 
guests of similar organizations in 
the San Fernando valley. 


A united front for the carrying 


forward of major highways that af- 
fect the entire southland, as well as 
the all-important matters of grade 
crossing elimination and flood con- 
trol, was the keynote of the all-day 
meeting, with a rapid motorcade in- 
spection of the surprising amount 
of improvement brought about in 
the San Fernando valley during the 
past two years.' The leading spirits 
of the two mission valleys were in 
absolute accord as to the necessity 
for interrelated organization. 


Charles L. Wood, manager of the 


valley-wide Major Development as- 
sociation of the San Fernando val- 
ley, which includes the most enter- 
prising leaders of every community 
in* that valley, was assisted in the 
day's program by Charles E. Eachel, 
president, and Joseph W. Tanner, 
secretary and managing director of 
the Ventura boulevard chamber of 
commerce, and by Louis B. Berg, 
secretary of the chamber of com- 
merce of Burbank. 
Myron J. Haig, 


secretary of the San Gabriel Valley 
Development association, was accom- 
panied by directors from all of the 
district covered by this organization 
from Alhambra on the west to Clare- 
mont on the east. 


RAPID DEVELOPMENT 


Ventura boulevard, seventy feet 


wide, from Lankershim to fifty miles 
west of the valley, is one of the pro- 
jects that stands out in the develop- 
ment of that region, Managing Di- 
rector Tanner told the visitors, and 
it had been brought about by deter- 
mined effort upon the part of men 
directly interested financially. The 
work of development had departed 
from the usual chamber of commerce 
work, in that the policy had been 
made frankly one of direct financial 
return in dollars and cents of value 
to those interested. 
The stressing 


of the "greatest good tt> the great- 
est number" had not boon lost sight 
of, he said, but the work had been 
carried on.by those who would with- 
out question reap benefits from the 


this great highway, and laml value 
have increased 450 per cent. 
Im- 


provements have been made amount- 
ing to $20,000,000 since ISIL'O on this 
one artery alone. 
The purchasing 


power of the valley had been 
i 


creased from $15,000,000 in 1920 to 
$118,000,000 in 1027. 


About 200 men are directing the 


destiny" of these improvements. 
In 


that time the valley had received 
$1,800,000, exclusive of flood control, 
from the city of Los Angeles, the 
county and the state, he said. For 
every dollar expended there had been 
$150 returned to the valley, he point- 
ed out. There had been 120 miles 
of modern paving built during the 
past year, an amount twice as much 
as had been laid in the Chicago or 
New York metropolitan area in the 
similar period. 


UNITED EFFORT NEEDED 
Secretary Haig of the San Gabriel 


Valley association, and J. L. Mat- 
thews, vice-president of that organi- 
zation, pointed 
out at the noon 


luncheon that the organizations of 
the entire county 'must unite to re- 
move the grade crossing menace and 
to speed up flood control. While the 
building of highways is going for- 
ward in both valleys at a remark 
able-rate, much of it is being ham- 
pered because of the lack of a co-1 
ordinated plan in flood channel work, I 
and because of the dire need for a 
comprehensive grade crossing pro- 
gram, it was pointed out. 


A strong committee, composed of 


the managing .directors of all the 
associations, 
was formed 
for 
the 


purpose 'of calling a general meet- 
ing, at which time a tentative pro- 
gram will bo decided upon, with 
which to approach the board of 
supervisors and city officials of all 
municipalities interested. This meet- 
ing will take place in November at 
the .call of the committee. President

whose home is in Azusa, was un- 
avoidably absent, but has expressed 
himself as heartily in favor with the 
plan of uniting the efforts of the 
two great inland valleys.

home at La-Verne find in that insti- 
tution such a real haven that they 
arc reluctant to leave when child- 
less couples seek them out for adop- 
tion or their own parents 
desire 


their return. 
Under the 
efficient 


management of Superintendent "W. 
D. Michner and his wife, who has 
the official title of assistant super- 
intendent, the 107 youngsters at the 
home are well cared for. 
Thc-y are 


being trained in a manner that will 
bring out their best qualties and 
make them worthy citizens. 
There 


are (>5 boys and 42 girls in the home, 
ranging in age from two and a half 
years to 15. Michner docs not be- 
lieve in applying military rules to 
the children. The only marching or- 
der comes at meal times. 
All of 


the youngsters dine at the same time 
and to avoid confusion they march 
in and out of the diningroom in an 
orderly manner. 


First the nursery children, 2% to 


5 years, enter the diningroom; then 
come the intermediates, 5 to 11 
years old, then the seniors, 11 to 15 
years. On leaving the room the or- 
der of march is reversed, the seniors 
making the first exit. 


SEVENTEEN MATRONS 


There are 17 matrons at the home 


and each has a supervision over a 
certain class of the children. 
A 


matron sits at the dining table with 
each group to see that each child is 
properly served. 
It takes a lot of 


food to feed the youngsters, for in- 
stance: They consume 33 loaves of 
bread and 25 gallons of milk per 
day. 
For one meal alone they use 


three lug boxes, or a good bushel of 
potatoes, 30 pounds of meat, a crate 
of cabbage and 19 quarts of fruit 
as dessert. 
On Fridays they con- 


sume 18 pounds of fish and in the 
course of the week they use 40 
pounds of butter and a case and a 
half of eggs. 


The children are required to get 


up at 6 o'clock in the mornings and 
make their-own beds. The younger 
children retire between 
7 and 
!) 


o'clock. 
All of those of school age 


attend tlie public schools at 
La 


Verne Heights. 
The home has just 


been supplied with a new truck, 
which has a seating capacity of 31 
children. This bus makes three trips 
to the school each day. 
The young- 


sters take their lunches with them. 
They \vere formerly carried to school 
on an old flat bed truck, but this 
proved unsatisfactory. 


On Sundays the children have their 


Sunday school lessons and in the 
evenings they usually have some 
form 
of 
instructive entertainment, 


in the assembly hall. 


GOOD STUDY ROOMS 


Both the boys arid girls have study 


rooms lit the home. There are books, 
maps and other instructive things 
in these places. 
A blackboard has 


recently been added to the equip- 
ment of the boys' room and they 
take a keen interest in working out 


problems and learning the three Es. 
Some have an inclination to draw. 


Then there is the scout room for 


troop five, Old Baldy council, spon- 
sored by the Eotary club of Pomona. 
Regular meetings are held here and 
the boys take a great interest in the 
work. 


The kindergarten rooms and gen- 


eral playrooms are in the basement, 
or rather the. ground level floor of 
the building. 
These rooms are spa- 


cious and well lighted. 
The play- 


rooms, however, are used principally 
during wet weather, as Superinten- 
dent Michener endeavors to keep the 
children out in the open as much as 
possible, sunlight and fresh air being 
conducive to their good health. Some 
of the older boys have taken an in- 
terest in tree planting and they are 
up early every morning to attend 
to their plants. 


TUBS AND SHOWERS 


There are plenty of bath rooms, 


equipped with both tubs and show- 
ers, and the children make free use 
of them. Each child has a place for 
his clothing and other personal ef- 
fects. 
There are nine sewing ma- 


chines in one of the matron's rooms 
and the girls are taught the use of 
these, along with other fundamentals 
of domestic science.

Political Engineers, and Others— 


It is not probable that taxpayers are unduly concerned 


over charges and accusations that the specifications for the 
San Gabriel dam have been "padded" by certain unnamed 
and unknown individuals who are declared to be bent upon 
boosting the cost of the dam in order that the bids will be 
over $25,000.000, and therefore rejected". 


This propaganda has been disseminated liberally by a 


small and very vociferous political group, concerned not so 
much in the building of the San Gabriel dam as in groom- 
ing candidates for office, and the falsity of their claims is 
apparent enough to anyone interested to the point of get- 
ting the facts. Perhaps some are misled, but this cannot 
change engineering facts. 
Engineering is a matter of 


mathematics, unless it be a political engineer who is put- 
ting out the stuff. 
In the latter case, of course, it is the 


grass-growing variety of engineering, and may fool some, 
but never for long. 


The San Gabriel dam bids will be made on the unit 


basis—that is, the contractor will bid on the 'removal of 
rock and gravel from the stream-bed and side-walls at a 
certain price per cubic yard, and a cei'tain amount of con- 
crete laying at so much per cubic yard. The depths to bed- 
rock have been fixed by the consulting board of engineers, 
based on borings that ha.ve been made to fix the location 
of bedrock. The amount of rock and gravel in cubic yards 
to be removed is therefore fixed by the width and depth 
of the excavation. The amount to be removed cannot be 
calculated to an absolute certainty, but it can be and is 
calculated to a reasonable certainty. The amount of con- 
crete cannot be estimated without an eventual variation, 
but it is estimated to a point where the variation is incon- 
siderable. The cost of the structure is determined by the 
amount of material purchased and the cost of removing 
rock and gravel and putting the concrete in place. 
The 


county fnrmsTies 'material ofTTIfe basis of the "Icnvest bid, 
and the contractor puts it in place at so much per cubic 
yard, after having been awarded the contract as the lowest 
bidder. The number of cubic yards to be removed and the 
number of cubic yards to be put in place is determined by 
the width, depth, height and length of the structure, and 
it is the board of supervisors of the county that determines 
these dimensions, and not the engineers. The engineer is 
instructed to draw plans and prepare specifications. 
He 


presents them to the board of supervisors, and that body 
accepts or rejects or changes them, according to their ideas 
of carrying out the principles of representing the will of 
the people and that authority which they possess of build- 
ing and spending according to the best interests of the 
people. 


If any one type of structure cannot be built out of 


the money available, another type must be substituted, or 
the work abandoned, or the people appealed to again for 
more funds. 
Political engineering will not help to drive 


away physical facts. 
\Ve cannot build dams by emotional 


evangelism, nor by hypnotism, nor by some method of rub- 
bing a magic lamp. There is nothing so material and un- 
compromising as a pile of rock and gravel. If you are 
going to remove it you must accept the job of removing 
what is in the pile, and not what yon would like to think 
is in the pile. Incidentally, every dam that has been built 
so 1'ar has exceeded the original estimates of material to 
be removed or to be included. Facts are strange, stubborn 
things that, are quite possibly an irritation to the political 
engineer.

Whose Dam Is lt?~ 


San Fernando valley, as well as the San Gabriel valley, 


is interested in an early settlement of the San Gabriel dam 
controversy, not only because the people of that area are 
paying a share of the cost of the dam, but because delay in 
const ruction is holding up flood control and highway pro- 
jects that they declare they seriously need. 


Controversies over public work destroy confidence. 


The San Fernando people want flood control, and would 
launch a campaign to get it, but -with so much dissension 
in the air the people generally throughout the county are 
in a "show me" mood just now. The county is able to 
finance flood control, and the basic plans for such work 
have been worked out satisfactorily, but if projects can be 
indefinitely delayed by the political equation, it robs the 
people of the incentive to move forward progressively. 


There are some in this valley of the San Gabriel who 


are in the habit of speaking of the San Gabriel dam in the 
possessive case, as if it belonged wholly to the people of 
this valley, and that it is nobody's business what we may 
do about it, or how long we quarrel about it. But this dam 
is to be paid for by .the people of the district as a whole, 
and the benefits to be accrued are by no means confined 
to this valley—in fact the greater actual benefits year by 
year will accrue to property and persons not living in this 
valley at all. 


The transcontinental railroads perhaps come first in 


benefits directly accruing from this darn, just as inversely, 


the railroads have been the biggest sufferers from tin- hx-k 
of a dam. When you compute the loss of a week of Jie-r,p 
of these roads, with all their freight and passenger traffic 
at n standstill, as has happened several times, it is not too 
much to say that not only the railroads, but all of the met- 
ropolitan area is directly and acutely interested in this 
project. 
The county as a whole comes next in property 


interest, through the loss of ruined bridges and highways. 
The silting up of the harbors" from the storms of this river 
has cost the city of Los Angeles and the government heav- 
ily in the past. Property loss in the valley from the ravages 
of the river is not the largest item of expense because of 
this uncontrolled river. In fact, this valley can continue 
to prosper without river control, if it has to, but Los An- 
geles and Southern California cannot afford it. 


We who own property and do business in the San Gab- 


riel valley have a very acute proprietary interest in this 
San Gabriel river project. The cities and towns and the 
ranchers of this valley made possible the campaign that 
resulted in the voting of the bonds to build the dam. The 
Los Angeles metropolitan area will pay more than half of 
the cost, and it should. The water this dam will conserve 
through underground storage is still an unknown factor, 
but it is certain to be a very important factor. In this, too, 
we are not the sole beneficiaries. Seven-eighths of the crop 
and livestock return of the county comes from these inland 
valleys. Los Angeles chamber of commerce booklets would 
be rather feeble in figures and lacking in highly colored 
photographs if these valleys went back to the desert from 
whence they came.

Byes Go Skip-Stop 


In order to distinguish an object, 


the average eye must remain in a 
stationary .position for about one- 
seventh of a second, tests have dis- 
closed. The eye appears to act on 
a sort of skip-stop system, and no 
amount of illumination will speed its 
rate of functioning, the experiment- 
ers found. One of the interesting 
facts revealed by the tests was that 
most homes and factories are not 
brightly enough lighted to enable the 
eye to work as rapidly as it would 
function under the most favorable 
conditions of illumination.
